Ganpat Nagpal, has closed 
her offices al 858 PipcsWme 
in Bcnto'n Harbor and n 
part-time office in Hartford, 
and was reported moving 
out Of the state. She quit her 
medical practice on Aug. 1, 
according to her attorney, 
Thomas Fette of St. Joseph. 


Dr. Nagpal had volun- 


tarily agreed to surrender 
her medical license and to 


pay restitution of $16,073 in 
response 
to 
claims of 


improper billing for treat- 
ment of Medicaid patients, 
according to Bert C. Bren- 
nan, 
executive director of 


the 
Michigan 
Medical 


Practice board.. She was al- 
so charged with uhprofes-. 
sional conduct in writing 
prescriptions to herself for 
Demcrol, a pain depres- 
sant, during a four-week 
period in .1976 following the 
last in a series of "sex 
reassignment" operations 
in 
San Francisco. The 


operations took place from 
September. 1975, to March, 
1976, 
according to Ally. 


Fette 


Dr. Nagpal denied the 


charge 
of 
knowingly 


making 
fraudulent 


Medicaid billings. Fette 
said, claiming instead that 
any errors were the result 
of confusion in interpreting' 
state regulations surround- 
ing charges for Medicaid 
patients. 
Felte said Dr. 


Nagpal offered to surrender 
her license and to pay res- 
titution rather, than tight 
the charges because she no 
longer wanted to continue 
practice in Michigan. Her .

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Carter administration is sup- 
porting "numerical targets" lo 
help more blacks and other 
minorities gain admission to 
the 
nation's 
professional 


schoojs. 


But administration officials 


arc dodging tough question.'! 
about when a target becomes a 
racial quota, and they're ad- 
vising the Supreme Court to 
avoid such questions, loo. 


In a brief submitted to Ihe 


court Monday, Atty. Gen. Grif- 
fin Bell and 'Solicitor General 
Wade McCrce laid out the 
government position on what 
may be the most important 
civil rights case in more (ban 
20 years. 


The Supreme Court will hear 


arguments Oct. 12 In the case

Bakke, 
a 


,1"ycar nkl white applicant who 
was denied admission to the 
University 
of 
California 


Medical School at Davis. The 
justices 
are 
reviewing 
a 


California court decision that 
said it was unconstitutional for 
the university to grant special 
treatment 
to 
minority 


applicants on the basis of race. 


.The high court decision,, ex- 


pected later this year or early 
next year, could 
influence 


profoundly the opportunities 
for 
Macks,. Hispanics and 


women in employment as' well 
as education. 


Bell said the principal points 


of the brief were cleared with 
President Carter In advance. 
But he said neither he nor the 
President "wrote one wart" of 
the 74-page paper. 


The administration strongly 


endorsed affirmative action 
programs to guarantee jobs 
and 
schooling 
for 
racial 


minorities victimized by past 
discrimination. The govern- 
ment 
also 
contended that 


universities should 
IK en- 


couraged 
to 
follow 
such 


programs whether or not (hey 
themselves were guilty of past 
discrimination. 


In 
devising programs to 


recruit minorities, "reasonably 
selected numerical targets for 
minority admissions can be 
useful as a gauge of the 
program'* effectiveness," the 
government staled. 
: 


This 
could 
mean, 
for 


example, that a university 
would strive to admit non-white 
applicants for 20 per cent of 
each entering class. Or it could 
mean that an emplovcr would 
try lo hire blacks for halt of all 


starting-level jobs unlil the 
racial makeup of his employes 
matched the racial composition 
of the community's labor force. 


Or it could moan, as it did at 


the California medical school, 
thai 16 places in each enlcring 
class of 100 were reserved for 
minority applicants. 


Bakke and his supporters, 


ranging from usually liberal 
Jewish organizations to the 
staunchly conservative Young 
Americans for Freedom, ar- 
gued that 16 was an unconsti- 
tutional racial quota. 


This was one of the crucial 


questions the administration 
ducked. 


In Ihe brief, Bell and McCrce 


argued that tne court records 
on the California case were so 
confusing and incomplete that

Carter submitted the names of Ken- 
neth S. Axelson for deputy securetary 


fof .the Treasury and Bert Lance for 
'director of the Off ice-of Budget, and 
Management. 


Axelson is an executive in the J.C. 


;Penney Company who had been on 
loan to help straighten out New York 
City's financial entanglements. 


A contractor for Penney seeking to 


score some brownie points with the, 
company 
remodelled 
Axelson's 


-apartment, charging only $847 for a 
job which should have been costed out 
at $6,500. 


;When it appeared the contractor 


might bill Penney for the difference, 
Axelson gave the company 15,500 in 


• escrow pending a settlement of this 
mid arrangement. 


Lance was in hock over S3 million 


dollars,to two large city banks for 
loans to buy stock in his own bank at 
Atlanta, Georgia. These loans were 
.extended after he transferred large 
sums in non-interest'bearing deposits 
from the Atlanta bank to the lending 
institutions.

But Not The Taiwanese 


Many westerners were puzzled — 


. 'perhaps even amused — by the late 


Mao Tse-Tung's attacks on Confucius, 
.the sage of ancient China. At times it 
.seemed as if Mao was under the 


.•impression that he and Confucius 
•were contemporaries. In a very real 
• sense, they were. Confucius' influence 
•on Chinese society and culture was 
' -and is enormous, and so it was na- 
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tural that Mao would consider him a 
rival for the minds and hearts of the 
Chinese people. Although he is of- 
ficially persona non grata on the 
Chinese mainland, Confucius still is 
publicly revered on Taiwan. The 
Taiwanese national celebration of 
Teacher's Day is held each year on 
Sept. 28, the.legendary date of the 
sage's birth. 


Mao flattered Confucius by at- 


tempting to imitate him. There is no 
other way to explain the publication, 
between red plastic covers, of the 
Chairman's collected aphorisms. The 
wisdom of Confucius, too, is accessi- 
ble mainly through his analects — 
literary gleanings compiled from the 
notes and journals of his disciples. 
But where Mao's sayings often arc 
inscrutable or encrusted in political 
ideology', Confucius' teachings are as 
universally clear and valid today as 
they were in the 5th century'B.C. 


"In education there are no class 


distinctions," Confucius said. He also 
said, "By nature alKmen are pretty 
much alike; it'is by custom and habit 
that they are set apart.". These ap- 
parent bromides are in fact' truly 
revolutionary ideas, and Mao proba- 
bly wished he had thought of them 
first. But the-most famous Confucian 
saying of all is, "Do not do unto 
others what one does not wish to be 
done unto" — the golden rule. How 
many persons, how many govern- 
ments, can claim to have taken this 
admonition completely to heart? •

Is A 'Sop' 


WASHINGTON -.One of 
: these days someone ought .to 
hang a sign on the Capitol dome 
reading ' ''Warning: 
This 


Congress contains politicians 
and may be dangerous to your 
health." 


The chances are that such a. 


label would be about as effective 
in protecting the public as the 
warning which Congress Is.gel- 
.ting ready to mandate for food 
products containing saccharin. 


Consider the experience with 


cigarette warning labels. 


In the six years since they 


first started appearing on every 
pack sold in this country, 
cigarette sales hava, climbed 
from 
5472 billion to 6267 


billron. Per capita consumption 
as of last year reached 4,110 
cigarettes — better than half a 
pack a day for every American 
01er 18 


That is not a record. Smoking 


peaked in 1963, the year before 
the Surgeon General's' famous 
report linking cigarettes with 
lung cancer and other diseases, 
at a per capita consumption of 
4,345 


But it's a pretty *rry adver-

After the meeting Township Assessor Donna Patnaude defined

The Berrien county tax equalization department increase of the 
township's "real property factor" from 1.03 per cent to 1.07 per 
cent accounts for the higher real property taxes, she explained 
The increase in the factor mcahs.hisher assessments for'lax pur- 
poses. 


Mrs. Patnaude said the increase shows the county bejicves that 


real property values in the township have increased four per cent 
more than assessments. Inflation Is the cause of the increase, she 
said. The county compares.the assessed value of houses recently 


sold to determine the real property factor, she said.

• market value, under state law. A rcnl property factor of 1 would . 


show that assessments are exactly at 50 per cent of value.. Last 
year's factor of 1.03 per cent showed that assessments were 47 per 
cent of true market value. This year's'facto'r of 1.07 per cent shows 
assessments are 43 or 44 per cent of true market value;

Patrolman's Suspension

Women said, "Parents and tax- 
payers should recommit them- 
selves to the task of establishing 
priorities in public education 
because most educators are not

Dr. Angus, professor of social 


foundations in the school of 
;education at the University of 
•Michigan, spoke on "The Role 
of Parent!, and Taxpayers in 
Education at the AAUW meet 
•ing .Sept. 17 at Bcrrien Hills 
[country club, Benton Harbor. 


Angus said 
A board of 


education theoretically has the 
.power to change the educational 
^system, but actually has little 
power because it is under the 
;conlrol of the superintendent of 
schools The real problem with 
education is that nobrnh con 
'trols 
the 
system 
because 


everybody thinks everybody 
else is doing the job." 


Angus encourages citizens to 


form such organizations as a 
task orientation committee in 
tin effort lo set the goals of 
education. 
. 


The speaker 
said 
many 


educators ore easily swayed by 
new programs, simply because 
they are caught in a routine 
pattern and feel the need for 
icw ideas. The .non-profes- 
sional, however; looks at new 
programs more skeptically. 


Angus'agrees with .the theory 


that nothing is new in education. 
"All the new concepts in- 
.(reduced 
can 
be 
found 


somewhere in the history of 
education. They are just old 
ideas with new titles, he said. 


"Two and one-half years on 


the board of education in Dexter 
taught me more about education 
than I learned in 20 years as an 
educator," Angus said. j'

"I learned not enough tithe 


was spent on curriculum and 
schools tend to drift from year 
to year without making any 
changes or setting any goals."

'After one year oh the board

Almost all fat In foods is made 


up of saturated fat and unsa- 
turated fat. There are two types 
of unsaturated fat, monounsa- 
turated fat and polyunsalurated 


fat. 
Even beef fat contains all 


three. The important principle,. 
Is to limit the total fat con- 
sumption and choose foods that 
have little saturated fat and 
more polyunsaturated fat In 
them. 


From this point of view you 


should use corn oil or saftlower 
oil for cooking but not coconut 
oil. Corn oil contains only about 
10 per cent saturated fat. About 


.80 per cent of coconut oil and 
palm oil Is saturated fat. About 
a third of the fat in fish is 
polyunsaiirated but only about 
two per cent of the fat in beef is 
polyunsaturated. 


Mnnoutnaturaled fits are not 


harmful as saturated fats may 
be other than adding to the total 
fat consumption 
which you 


should limit. 


No, It Is not true that heart 


attacks always give you a 
warning. Too often the first 
symptom is the sudden attack 
and about half of these victims 
die before they get to the hospi- 
tal. This is why a preventive 
program Is so important. When 
the first symptom is fatal you.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Secretary of Health, Education 


and Welfare said Monday he is asking for an Inveslhjalton In 
Wayne County, Mich., and IB other metropolitan areas to sec If 


1 federal employes are improperly getting welfare benefits. 


Joseph A. Califano Jr.-said a recently completed Investiga- 


tion in the District of Columbia has Identlfcd 1';7I2 federal 
civilian employes who arc getting welfare benefits, from the 
municipal government. Califano said they are oh the rolls of 
total residents in the federally subsidized Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children program. 


He said 380 — more than 20 per cent — earn over $10,000'a 


year. Of the 216 HEW employes discovered on welfare rolls, 
136 cases are now being checked for possible civil or criminal 


prosecution.

".Based on our experience to date, thousands 6f.federal 


civilian employes may be improperly receiving AFDC 
payments," Califano told the House Ways and Means Com- 
inltlee. 'I have asked the inspector general to undertake im- 
mediately similar efforts in 20 major cities with high concen- 
trations of federal employes in an attempt to find federal 
civilian employes, who, through traucl ami error, arc 
improperly on the welfare rolls," Califano said. 


He was the lead-off witness on the^ administration's 


proproscd 'welfare reform legislation before a now welfare 
reform 
subcOmittec that combines persons from three, 


separate committees. The secretary appealed for congres- 
sional backing with President Carter In scrapping the present 


welfare system. 
' 


"The time |s now for fashioning a new system of providing 


employment and cash assistance to low-income Americans 
thai is pro-family and prowork, anti-fraud and anliabuse, 
equitable and efficient." 


He said the present structure Is loo Irrational, too perverse 


rind loo complex. Simply tinkering with it won't do, he said. 
Califano said Carter's reform proposal would provide "strong 
new Pnanlcal incentives that make it more profitable for 
families to stay together than split apart. Under the new sys- 
tem, it will always IK more profitable to work than to remain 
simply on cash assistance and every family with a fulltime 
worker at or above the minimum wage will have an income 
above the poverty line, Califano said. 


In his testimony, Califano.did not list the areas being 


investigated. However, a spokesman for the HEW's inspector 
general Identified these 20 metropolitan areas: 


New York City; Los Angeles; Cook County, 111. (Chicago); 


Wayne County, Mich. (Detroit); Philadelphia; Baltimore;

Stocking district of Manhattan's 
East Side that was also the 
home base of former mayor

Lindsay, and Cuomo 


finished ahead of the field, set- 
ting up the runoff 
because 


neither received at least 40 per 
cent of the vote. 


Koch won endorsements from 


the New York Dally News and 
the New York Post and ran an 
expensive advertising cam- 
paign. .

meeting in-August, the board approved a $1,000 pay raise for 
Lehman to put his salary at 843,500 for 1977-78, the second year of

The board acted after receiving recommendations from the 


compensation committee reportedly formed to negotiate only with 
Lehman Also approved in August were pay increases tor other 
LMC administrators and other employes: 


The closed session was requested by Trustee Howard Jablon, of 


Michiana, and was held after the last night's regular public 
September meeting, Jablon said he wanted a discussion to de- 
termine if deliberations of the compensation committee were 
proper. Jablon said taxpayers should know how their money is 
spent He didn't comment further, and suggested that the dis 


cussioh be in private. The board agreed'unanimously. After the 
regular meeting, LMC Atty. Stephen Small said the compensation 
committee was formed during a closed session last .lune. Small 
said the committee completed salary negotiations with Lehman 
and was dissolved in August 


Small said members of the compensation committee were not 


made piiblic.-becausc action was in a closed session. He said this 
is possible under the stale's new open meetings law, which 
permits closed bargaining sessions. -Small said the board in 
closed session last June also named a loam to bargain with the 
nine maintenance employes of LMC. 


ThC'board at its regular meeting last night approved pay raises 


for the maintenance employes, averaging 8.63 per cent on a 
•W-ccnt per hour across the board raise. Small said pay previously 
ranged from $4 53 to M 80j)cr hour He said the total cost to the 
district would be $8,800 for the hew ofte-year contract, retroactive 
to Aug. 2,1977. 


During the public meeting, fringe benefits for LMCTadminis- 


trators drew discussion, along with unanimous agreement to 
purchase three 1978 Oldsmobile Delta 88 four door sedans for use 
by college vice presidents and other middle arid lower echelon 


-administrators. The three cars will cost a total of $9,435, termed 
"too good a deal to pass up" by Earl Place, board vice president. 
It was reported that the bid was by LeValley-Klum agency, 
Henton Harbor and was the lowest or three. It totaled $20,085.9(1, 
minus trade-in allowance of $10,650.67. 


Following lengthy discussion, Trustee Charles Hulzenga offered 


the motion to purchase the autos, but coupled it with a review of 
Future fringe benefits of this type. Trustee Jablon questioned 
whether the large size autos were necessary, while Trustee Vance 
Shaw tried without success to have large decais bearing the LMC 
emblem painted on the sides. A motion on this by Shaw, was 
defeated 4 to 3. Shaw who cited public relations value, was 
supported by Jahlon, and Victor Wicr. Opposed to the emblems 
were Bernard Radde, board president; Mrs. Emily Foster, 
Huizenga and Place. 


In other business, the board accepted the fiscal 1976-77 audit by. 


Coopers. and Lybrahd which showed expenditures exceeding 
revenues by $162,566 for the general fund. The college was termed 
in good financial stat'e.-despite the deficit, by Maurice S. Hahn of 
the Niles certified public accounting firm of Coopers and 


Lybrand. Hahn said the deficit compared to a surplus of $173,752 
for the fiscal 1975-76 year. He said one reason for the deficit was 
the transfer of $178,000 from the general fund to the building and 
for the new community center. 


Total general fund revenues were $3,249,544, while expenditures, 


were $3,412,110. Major expenditures during 1976-77, compared to 
1975-76, in parentheses: Salaries and fringe benefits, 52,552,599 
($2,356,471); services, $265,816 (J262.507); and rent, utilities and 
insurance, 8238,557 ($178,861). The board voted to apply for a 
state planning grant of undetermined amount to study the pos- 
sibility of eventually constructing a a new physical education 
building. Such grants eventually could lead to others, totaling 
about $5 million, according to Lehman. 


The board dropped an option to buy a half-acre lot with house on 
Napier avenue west of the campus entrance because the price of 
$32,5(10 was too high for value to the campus. Owners were 
identified as Craig and Diane Lambrecht. The policy of permit- 
ting non-members to speak at board meetings was amended to 10 
minutes for reports and'five minutes for other matters unless 
special permission is granted by the board.

•EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) — "Our secondary is suspect," 
Michigan State cyach Darryl Rogers admits, in a classic unders- 
tatement about his dcfcnsivu Iiackfield. 


But with the schedule's top passing teams now behind him, he 


hopes his defenders' limited talents won't Ire critical during the 
rest of the season. 


Rogers is naturally reluctant to criticize his own players, hut h« 


clearly Feels his hacks — and those in the Big Ten in general — 
are not hi a class with West Coast secondaries, where the forward 
pass is more than a Qcspcration move. 


The Spartans have given up almost 700 yards in passing in two 


games, escaping with a victory against Purdue but bowing to 
Washington State and its rifle-armed quarterback. Jack Thomp- 
son, last Saturday. Rogers is banking on the rest of the schedule 
— starting with Wyoming on Saturday — to put more pressure on 
his rushing defense.

"When I came to Michigan State, I thought all the defensive 


backs were linebackers," Rogers recalled Monday. Big Ten bucks 
don't see enough passing, or practice against it continually, to 
develop into topflight defenders, he said. "It's a lost art. 


"But don't ask me to degrade one of our football players," he 


told a news conference. "The young men have a way to go. They'll 


get better and we'll try to protect them with our linebackers.'" 


What MSU lacks is a cornerback who can cancel out a top 


receiver. Alan Davis and Jerome SlanUm improved last week, but 
still Washington State receivers got open. 


"Levenseller and Kelly flat broke Ihe coverage down," Rogers 


said, referring to the Cougars' top pass catchers. "I don't think 
the scheme was wrong." 
. And Rogers was still Full of praise for Thompson, who shredded' 
Davis, Stanton and safeties Mark Anderson and Mike fmhpff for 
364 yards in the air. 


"He's a number-one draft choice," he said of the junior sig-. 


nal-caller. "He's better than anyone in the country. When he went 
12 for 14 (in the second half), that's when it got out of hand.1' 


But Rogers found some optimisim looking ahead. Wyoming, for 


example, has only thrown the ball 27 limes in two games — 
although, he noted, "we can improve their statisticsr" 


And he maintained that MSU is "a better team than we were 


last year. We're close to being a pretty good football team/' 


He also revealed that his secondary might have some help 


coming. Tom Graves, a hard-hitting safety who sat out all last 
year with a knee injury, may see some action Saturday.

counteraitt, Clare and Doris Harrington have agreed to sell 
214.60 acres for *2S7,7N). 


The purchase was approved by the Natural Resources Com- 


mission at Its recent monthly meeting. A special condition of Ihe 
purchase, stipulated by Harrington, is that the property be taken 
under threat of condemnation. 


Harrington also reserved gas and oil rights for 10 years. 


exclusive huntings rights for three years and the righl to remove 
interior and line fences within three years. The agreement also 
calls for relocation costs of up to $4,50(1. 
' 


The Harrington land consists of four separate parcels, each 


completely surrounded by state-owned land. All parcels are 
located in or near the Ottawa Marsh, which Is a prime waterfowl 
hunting area located along the south side of the Kalamazoo River 
east of FcnnVlllo. The DNR says the acquisition of the land will 
permit orderly development and management of the marsh. 


Improvements on the land Include, a modern A-frame cottage 


with service building on one parcel and a concrete block cottage 
on another. The other two parcels arc vacant marshland.;--

December of 1874 when It authorized a final offer under threat of 
condemnation at the appraised price of $183,000.

bayou lo the point that other .dilation damages have and will 
continue lo occur under present conditions. 


It was through the countcrsult that (he Attorney General came 


to the current agreement, which erases outstanding litigation 
against the Slate of Michigan. 


The current fund balance to acquire the Harrington property is 


$228,500 from the 1972 Legislative line item account specifically 
set up to acquire the land.
